business by wishing to discuss thiage— 
a reprehensible practica ot & public 
board l—so it is now roposed to create 
a new Sanitary Boned which will bea 
reproduction of the Legislative Council 
and which will, of course, reproduce_all 
the anomalies and incongruitieg:of the 
more important body, Wedo not know 
how far the Unofficial Members of ‘the 
Legislative Council have pledged them- 
selves to the Government proposals, but 
we understand thet the majority of 
them have thrown in their adberence 
already without having recourse to the 
old-fashioned method of first consulting 
their constituents, We may be wrong 
in owr assumption, We trust we are. 
We can scarcely believe . that. these 
gentlemen take such a restricted view 
of their public res onsibilities ag ve 
give away the case of their constituents 
without giving the public an oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted with the 
Government proposals and of expressing 
their opinions upon these proposela, 
The Unofficials occupy their seats at 
the LegislativeCouncil a3 the representa-, 
tives of the public community.
